SECTION  C.  - Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 
WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  is  derived  from  a boring  300  feet  deep  situated 
near  the  River  Colne,  from  which  it  is  pumped  into  two  service 
reservoirs  with  a storage  capacity  of  134,000  gallons.  During 
the  year  the  rest  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  gradually 
decreased  to  3’  9"  below  normal  rest  level  in  September  and 
remained  at  that  level  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  No  new 
water  mains  have  been  laid. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No  extension  of  the  drainage  system  has  been  laid.
